One of the first Sunday schoo 
mass meetings in Crittenden county- 
was a denominational mass meeting 
held at Piney Fork church about 
1875 or \m. Threfschools were re- 
presented as classes,' and each class 
sang by itself. The next meeting of 
this kind was held at Bethel church 
inf87!». It was called a Sunday 
school celebration, and was not de 
nominational. The excellent music 
made by the respective classes elici- 
ted quite an interest in Sundiy sch- 
ool music, and also in attendance ui 
these meet'ngs. The next one was 
held at Union church in the summer 
of 18HIJ, and was very successful. 
These meetings were prior to any 
organization of the Ky S.S.Union in 
this county, 

The next meeting of this kind was 
held at Piney Fork church in tlie 
fall of 1880. Prior to this meeting, 
Rev,G W Crumbaugh had attended 
the meeting of the Stute Convention 
at Eliscabethtow n and had been ap 
pointed Vice President of this coun 

tjr. 

At the meeting at Piney Fork 
which was a very ^enthusiastic and 
full meeting, he stated the relation 
in which he stood to the county as 
the representative of the Kentucky 
Sunday-school Union, and the name 
ol the bi-annual meetings were chan- 
ged from 'Celebration' to 'Conven- 
tion.' This was the origin of the or- 
ganization of the Ky. S.S Union in 
Crittenden Co. . 

The next convention was held at 
Chapel Hill in the spring of 1881. 
Another was held at Hurricane in 
the fall of 1881. Roth of these meet- 
ings were largely attended and full 
of interest. At the Hurricane Con- 
vention the county was divided into 
four districts and a district superin- 
tendent appointed for each. This 
districting the county is due to the 
efforts of Uncle Wesley Minner. 

The next convention was app oint- 
edfor Mai ion, but for .a want of co- 
operation the convention was not 
held. 

When Bro» Crumbaugh left the 
county, he had Rro. P H.Woods ap- 
pointed Vice Presidents who. altera 
fcV months service recopimended me 
to the State secretary. 1 received 
my appointment about August 1st, 
1882. 

The county convention having lai 
led to meet in Marion, Oak Grove 
gave an invitation for the Conven- 
tion to meet there; this was in the 
fall of 188J. This was a good meet- 
ing. At thisconvention it was deci- 
ded to have only one convention a 
year; The next convention was held 
at Crooked Creek church in the fall 
of 188;}. The cjunty was now repor 
ted in the minutes of the State Con- 
vention as a bauuer county; that is, 
completely organized, This organi- 
zation had been perfected at Hurri- 
cane, two years b«fore. The next 
convention was held it Lily Dale in 
the fall ol 1884, and was one of the 
tullest conventions we have ever 
held, about 1500 persons present. 
The next convention was held at Post 
Oak in the fall of 188'). It was a ve- 
ry unfavorable day, but the State 
Visitor, S.F.Wishard, who was pre- 
sent, pronounced it a success. In 
the fall of 188o' the Convention was 
held at the Lead Mines, and was ma- 
rked for its earnest work and enthu- 
siasm. The last convention was held 
at Chapel Hill, in the summer of '87. 
It wus well attended and productive 
of much good. In order to show the 
growth in the county in the last rive 



The number of additions to the 
church through Sanday school effort 
has been very large, but I can not 
give the exact statistics. The num 
berol teachers meetings and the No 
of schools perf Jiing the house to 
house visits""' a has increased. The 
number in Sunday tchool in 1887, 
was J14!'; the whole number of.chil- 
ilren under the school law was 4*W'». 
This shows that nearly ;>0 per cent, 
of our children are in Sundy school, 
making a small reduction for the pa- 
rents who are in the schools. The 
average attendance in 18tf7 was 1,- 
021. While we have increased vast- 
ly in statistics in the last five years. 
— on an average over iJOO per cent. 
— yet our schools have made fully as 
much progress in the efficiency of 
their Work. Wo have more earnest 
study, better lessons, more practical 
application of the lesson to the hear s 
and minds of pupils than ever be- 
fore. Wo have made great progress 
for which let us praise the L^rd and 
give Him the glory. 

There is much for us yet to do. 
Let us be still more progressive in 
the five years w hich are to come

Instructions to Sheriff-: A bill 
was passed in the last few days ol the 
Legislature, reducing the rate of tax 
ation to 42 cents, but in view of the 
fact that there is already a deficit in 
the Treasury of about 1200, 0t 0, and 
that the old rate of taxation, even 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances, will not, in the next year, 
bring in more than enough revenue 

to make good that deficit, t he Gov- 
ernor disapproved the bill. Inas- 
much as it came to him only an hour 
or two before the close ol the session 
with a multitude ofothcr bills which 
it was his duty to pass upon, he did 
not have time to tot .forth his reas 
ons fordoing so to the Legislature, 
but simply disapproved it.
